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1 . The cancellation of claims 25-26 and 28-33 has obviated the rejections of those claims 
25-26, 28-3 1 and 33 over Doolen et al, and of claims 28 and 33 and failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. 

2. The remarks have been considered but do not overcome the. rejection of claims 24, 27 and 
34 over Gilby et al. The only difference alleged between what is claimed herein and what is 
shown in the Gilby reference is the allegation that this application "uses the system to measure 
absorbance of the sample ... not fluorescence as Gilby" (remarks, page 4, last two lines). It is 
noted that does Gilby teaches measuring absorption; see column 5, lines 34-44, which describes 
a system for measuring absorption, and states that it measures absorption ("to allow the 
absorption measurements of each analytical channel column 5,lines 34-45). 

3 . The remarks allege that the "Examiner has admitted such in the Actions on the parent 
case. . .". It is the claims, not the disclosure, that are examined in an application, and any action in 
the parent application was directed to the claims under consideration in that application at the 
time any such "admission" may or may not have been made. These claims were not present in 
the parent application, were not considered in the parent application, and no comment or action 
by the examiner in the parent application has any bearing whatsoever on these claims in this 
application. If there are differences between what is claimed in this case and what is taught by 
the applied reference, applicant may, of course, point them out, but the fact that applicant may 
have been able to draft claims in the parent application that distinguish over the reference 
certainly has no bearing whatsoever on these claims in this case.
